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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1 -3,7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The claims stand rejected for requiring greater than 15% porosity which is 
measured by the silicon present while requiring the "residual silicon" to be less than 4%. 
It cannot be seen how a sintered body may have less than 4 volume % silicon while 
having 15-30 area % silicon. Applicants argue there is no correlation between porosity 
defined as Si/Si+SiC defined in area and silicon defined in volume. It appears 
applicants are arguing that 4 volume % silicon may equal 15-30 % silicon defined by 
area. The examiner is maintaining that it is impossible to have 4 volume % silicon 
particles equal 15-30 % by area silicon particles. If applicants maintain this position it is 
requested an affidavit or declaration be filed showing 4 volume % of silicon particles 
may equal 30 % by area of silicon particles. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 and 103 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

4. Claims 1 -3,7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Odaka et al (WO 200007959, 
equivalent to US 6,695,984), for reasons of record.

Applicants' argument that Okada et al fail to teach or suggest a step of removing 
unreacted silicon and the silicon carbide body of Okada et al is not high purity is not 
persuasive in overcoming the rejection. It is assumed applicants are referencing the 
residual silicon of the body before the body is impregnated with silicon. Okada et al 
teach using a silicon carbide powder that has an impurity content of less than 5 ppm so 
that the silicon carbide body may at a maximum have 5 ppm residual silicon before 
impregnation.
